One afternoon this week a thin, nondescript young man, too 
‘weighted down with the corrosive misery in his own soul to realize 
the significance of the act, will walk into Grady Hospital, becoming 
the first prisoner to receive psychiatric examination and 
diagnosis under an organized, court-directed plan of treatment. 

The young man is undes five-year sentence for a sex crime. 

' Th ag psychiatric examination was ordered by a Superior Court 
udge, 

The examination and treatment, if treatment is found advisable, 
will be donated by a group of Emory psychiatrists under the direc- 
tion of Dr, Carl Whitaker. 

That one drab prisoner, walking up the worn steps of old Grady 
with Fulton Probation Officer J. Carrell Larmore at his elbow, 
marks the beginning of the Citizens Crime Prevention Commission 
experiment in psychiatric services for adult offenders. 


He may well be the forerunner of hundreds of doomed human 
beings—doomed by their own hideous quirks of mind or emotions— 
who find their way back to useful, decent citizenship in the courts 
of Fulton County. Or he may be recognized as an extremely dan- 
gerous person, a potential murderer, and returned to the safety 
of a penal institution. 

Either way, his trip to Grady Hospital, the first one and the ones 
that follow, will be watched with interest by Fulton County judges | 
and probation officers. 

Emory doctors have agreed to examine 40 or 50 patients a year 
to be selected by the judges of Fulton Criminal and Superior 
Courts. Usually the psychiatric examination will be a part of the 
pre-sentence investigation ordered by the court, with the probation 
officer ‘making his regular investigation and assisting the psy- 
chiatrist by supplying the prisoner’s complete social history. 

But the first patient was selected at the réquest of a Fulton 
County judge who sentenced the young man and has not felt easy 
in his own mind about the disposition of the case. 

“The judge passed sentence on the basis of all the information 
he had,” the probation officer said. “But he is not satisfied. He 
wants to know more.” 

What the judge knows is that the 25-year-old man who pleaded 
guilty to a hideous sex crime had a history of good citizenship be- 
fore the war. He had no criminal record. He was a useful, accom- 
plished man of unimpeachable character. He came home from the 
war changed. He lost jobs, lost his family, drank heavily and landed 
in jail on an ugly charge. 

What happened to him? What changed him? Was it something 
that could be cured? Is it something that will grow worse in a 
prison camp? 

The judge wants to know. 

He is not bound to accept the recommendation of the doctors. 
But he will be aided by it. 

In ‘the past Fulton judges have in rare instances sought psy- 
chiatric examinations for defendants béfore passing sentence. “We

WASHINGTON—(UP)—Congress was told yesterday that the British scientist now 
under arrest as a Russian spy had enough information to launch the Soviets on a race 
with us for the hydrogen super-bomb. 

Shocked and angry members of the Joint Congressional Atomic Committee also were 
informed that Dr. Klaus E. J. Fuchs may have given the Russians “well over a year's 


advantage”

public hearing if protests are filed 
on tentative orders. | 

Duncan reminded a reporter | 
yesterday that the Board had an-| 
nounced several times during the 
Winter that it would cut the re; | 
tail price of milk in March or 
April. 

“When the surplus piled up 
heavier than we anticipated, the 
Board saw a chance to give the 
consumer a break,’’ Duncan said. 
“We wanted to cut the price on 
buttermilk, whipping cream, and 
coffee cream in February—a 
month earlier than we had planned 
to put in the full price cut. We 
did not wish to put in the full price 
cut in February, however, for fear 
a freeze would kill this Winter’s 
unusually fine pastures and elim- 
inate the milk surplus. 

“We wanted to cut the price 
distributors paid to farmers for 
milk, so the distributors could buy 
u,. more surplus milk and con- 
vert it into buttermilk and cream 
which would sell at a reduced cost 
to the consumer. At *he same 
time, the Georgia distributor— 
whose profit ig much lower 
than the national average and 
lower than most neighboring states 
—would receive some benefits. 


“Unfortunaiely, the public got 
the erroneous impression that our 
tentative.order was in lieu of the 
full price cut which was to be 
ordered in March. Protests were 
raised, and we will have to aban- 
don this tentative plan,” Duncan 
reported. 

Duncan said that it will be too 
late to offer this tentative plan 
after the Feb. 15 hearing. The 
Board will meet Feb. 17 and set 
a price scale for the Summer, 
which will become effective either 
March 1 or April 1. That scale 
will mean lower milk prices for 
the consumer.

Baseball's Bambino Gets Heavy Vote 
Over Ty Cobb; Gehrig, Johnson Trail 


The mightiest home run slugger 
the game ever has known, Ruth 
was more than a great player. This 
large, hulking top-heavy man with 
the dainty ankles, who lambasted 
730 baseballs out of big league ball 
parks, was the idol of the young- 
sters of America. He continues on 
that pedestal even in death. 

Holder of nearly every long-

—Ruth easily outdistanced all op-| 
position in the opinion of sports- 
writers and sportscasters in the As- 
sociated Press mid-century poll.

She went into politics after her children “had grown out 
of needing me at home.”

“Women more and more are discovering that in order 
safeguard their homes and their children, they must take an 
active part in affairs outside the home,” the Clinch County 

Representative believes. 
Iris Blitch, whose independent, forthright speech often sur- 
momentarily deceived by her ultra-feminine 
wardrobe and pretty face, dilutes her praise for women with. 
a bit of salty criticism. 

“I would never vote for a woman simply because of her 
sex,” she declared. ‘ 

She introduced a bill to admit women to jury service and 
lauds sponsoring work of the Georgia Association of Women 
Lawyers. But she adds: 

“It’s women’s own fault that they don’t serve on juries in 
Georgia. When they really want jury service they can get it!” 

Mrs. Blitch is the epitome of her own claim that “women 
are the master diplomats.” 

She won the title of “Queen Bee” by sweeping a bedazzled 
Florida Legislature into unprecedented immediate action of 
lifting an embargo injurious to South Georgia beekeepers. 

Although Talmadge failed to carry Clinch County last 
Summer and Mrs. Blitch’s strongly pro-Talmadge sentiments 
were well known, she won by a safe majority. 

Her recent speech against the sales-tax bill rang with 
personal conviction, bolstered by the plea from her home sup- 
porters: “Lris, don’t you go up there and let them put on a 
sales tax!” 

“I hope women everywhere will refuse to let their children 
become an issue in this bill,” she declares. “Whenever there 
is a bill for more taxes, the welfare of our children is held up 
as bait. It is time women ignored this and looked at the facts!” 

Mrs. Blitch’s pet bill is an upcoming issue—the Jekyll Is- 
land bill to set up an authority and lease the island as “a 
garden spot for all the people of Georgia.” 

She’s quick to point out she “had to sell the Administration 
on that one.” 

Iris Faircloth Blitch, a native of Toombs County, became 
interested in politics when she was a high school debater. She 
met her druggist husband, Erwin Brooks Blitch, at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and had raised a daughter and son to 
college age when she timidly broached her political interest 
to her husband. 

. He encouraged her to run for a representative post in 
1940. 

“I lost by 15 votes. But when I ran for the Senate in 1946,” 
Mrs. Blitch recalls, “I went through my county talking to 
everyone. I didn’t wait for the farmers to come up to the 
house, I went out into the fields and waited for them to 
come to the end of a row. 

“Then I found out how they felt and what they wanted 
from their Legislature. I made a definite platform and stood 
on it. When they elected me, I knew that was what they 
wanted and I fought for it.” 

Iris Blitch won over two opponents that Summer. She has 
graced the Legislature since. 

A worker in the church and in women’s groups before she 
entered politics, Mra Bffttimeels that distaff groups in rural 
areas accomplish too little. 

“When a woman’s group tries to do something,” she 
pointed out, “they usually have to work through County 
Commissioners or some all-male body. Women should strive 
for public posts. Just one or two women in a group of com- 
missioners would help women’s causes immeasurably.” 

Mrs. Blitch does not find that women in Clinch County 
seek her out especially to champion their causes, and says 
they “talk women talk—babies and cooking” as much as 
political issues in her presence : 

She ignores “sub-surface prejudice” against her sex, 
frankly enjoys the stimulous of working and thinking with 
men. But she wishes more women would read, enter into 
discussion groups, and keep in touch with bills before the 
Legislature. 

Most of all, Iris Blitch wishes more women would enter 
politics.

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Modern Kitchens Far Cry 
From Ante-Bellum Rooms 


By MARJORY SMITH 


When Mrs. A. S. Hatcher’s three grandchildren gather 
around the glowing open fireplace of her ultra-modern 
kitchen at 3865 Ivy Rd., N. E., to munch sugar cookies 
and “hear Grandmother read a ’tory,” seven-year-old 


Richard Ulery msists: 


“A kitchen’s the nicest place 
in the whole world!” 

And his grandfather, basking 
in an easy chair, eyeing the 
gleaming bronze pots above the 
hearth, sniffing the homely per- 
fumes of cinnamon and coffee, 
informs him, 

“Boy, your great-grandmother 
had a fireplace just like this in 
her kitchen.” 

The Hatchers confess they 
bought their lovely, exuberant- 
ly lived-in home on Ivy Road 
“mostly because we fell in love 
with that open fireplace... and 
we spend our happiest hours in 
our kitchen.” 

They share that feeling with 
a lot of today’s Atlantans and 
with the first residents of Mar- 
thasville, reminiscences and 
published histories disclose, 


Miss Elizabeth Parker, Home 
Service Director of the Georgia 


.Power Company, and Miss Ruth 


Blair, Secretary of the Atlanta 
Historical Society, have widely 
varying jobs and interests. But 
they agree on one point: 

“Kitchens have been the heart 
of the home in Atlanta as else- 
where ... always. And today 
they’re coming into their own 
again as recreation centers; a 
place where the family comes 
into its own.” 

Atlanta’s gleaming, efficient. 
modernly equipped kitchens are 
a far cry from the one-room, 
unfloored log houses of 1839 
Marthasville, dominated by an 
open fire where a stew-pot hung 
for hungry settlers’ families... 
from the separate log kitchens 
of the War Between the States 
period, housing a bustling Negro 
mammy and a slew of errand- 
running little pickaninnies .. . 
from the huge later kitchens de- 
signed for immigrant servants 
who literally walked miles daily 
in performing their household 
chores, 

Any Atlanta oldtimer will 
Wax nostalgic if the word 
“Kitchen” reaches his ears. 

He grows lyrical over the 
homely beauty of the kitchen he 
remembers: the rafters hung 
with drying meat, bright pepper- 
pods and squashes; the man- 
sized bins of flour and sugar, 
and a smokehouse outside burst- 
ing with good things to eat, 
hams from hogs butchered at 
home, game shot by his father, 
rows of jewel-colored canned 
fruits and vegetables his mother 
put up on hot July afternoons. 

“And,” Miss Parker interposes 
dryly, “the woman who worked 
in one of those huge, poorly ar- 
ranged old kitchens needed to 
be eight feet tall, have five 
arms, and be equipped with rol- 
ler-skates!” 

Modern kitchens, planned by 
experts to conserve servantless 
homemakers’ steps and energy, 
have replaced smokehouses and 
pantries with home freezers and 
insulated refrigerators and 
stoves which may rub elbows. 
But experts are seeing that a 
a recreation spot is includ- 
ed. 

Homemakers may relax on a 
window seat overlooking their 
favorite camellias. They can 
feed the children swiftly at a 
gay snack bar. Many include a 
desk, typewriter and telephone 
nook; it is a rare homemaker 
today who can’t turn from her 
mixing bowl to flip a radio dial. 
and one daring home economist 
suggests that musical house- 
wives keep their piano in the 
kitchen!

On that occasion, the kitchen 
fire at the most prominent end 
of the hut drew guests who “‘sat 
out” dances, and polite visitors 
undoubtedly admired their host- 
ess’ pots and pans! 

The late Miss Sarah Huff, in 
her published reminiscenses, re- 
calls when her “refugeeing’”’ 
family returned to Huff House in 
Atlanta the Winter following the 
capture of Atlanta by Sherman, 
they were forced to live in the 
old log kitchen until the “big 
house” could be repaired. 


“The old-time ki chens were 
30 to 50 feet behind the resi- 
dence proper,” she remembered. 
“Slaves had small cabins in the 
backyard all around. Darkies, 
who helped. mammies in the 
kitchen, slept on pallets in the 
corner by the fireplace.” 

Southern hospitality began in 
the kitchen. 

Miss Huff wrote of one eve- 
ning spent in the kitchen when 
Mammy had just baked corn 
dodgers and boiled cowpeas with 
a rasher of bacon in a highly- 
prized dinner pot that had come 
down from her French maternal 
great-grandmother, Celie Ageede 
Bransford, and the family had 
sat down to eat. 


“There was a knocking at the 
old battern door,” she recalled. 
“A one-armed Confederate sol- 
dier and his sister on their way 
home by horseback had become 
lost in the storm outside and 
were guided to our door by the 
light of the open kitchen fire. 
The girl, weeping with fright 
and cold, was taken into my 
mother’s bed after both ate and 
were warmed by the fire.” 


Another native Atlantan, Miss 
Blair, recalls her father sitting 
on the front porch, in early iso- 
lated days when Atlantans were 
“hungry for news and new peo- 
ple,” watching the road for 
strangers, 

“If he saw semeone com- 
ing,” she remembers, “he 
would walk to the read and 
talk with him. If it was near 
nightfall, he would bring the 
stranger back to spend the 
night. They would sit by the 
kitchen fire and talk until far 
into the night.” 

A charming, even-earlier tale 
involving an Atlanta kitchen 
told by Miss Huff's grand- 


mother. She told ‘her grandchil-: 


dren how she cooked her own 
wedding supper (“there was no 
flour-sifter,” she smiled, “so I 
used my turkey-tail fan!) and

Davison’s new Charm House is the latest to take up the national 
theme for interiors, combining the furniture, colors and patriotic 
symbols of the early Colonial era in a contemporary; setting. 

The furniture, which shows strongly the influence of master 
craftsmen of the day—Adam, Sheraton, Hepplewhite, Chippendale 
and Empire—is larger in scale and sturdier as it was adapted for 
a more strenuous form of frontier life. 

Colors, though basically the same as those used during Colortial 
times—deep, flag red and Federal (or Williamsburg) blue—are tem- 
pered with old golds and beiges to cushion the sharp contrast. 

The general mood throughout the house is more relaxed, less 
alert, due to seemingly casual groupings of furniture and an occa- 
sional unexpected accent in an accessory. 

Jimmy Edwards, the decorator, has steered clear of any set 
formality in the house through over-scaled patterns in draperies and 
wallpaper and by a generous use of various types of accessories 


throughout. 


“Accessories that are in good 
taste and well designed,” said 
Edwards, “will hold their own 
in any room, provided they are 
in proper scale in relation to 
their surroundings.” 


This is one of the first rules , 


of decorating that Edwards 
never varies, regardless of pe- 
riod or theme he means to estab- 
lish. 

Another fundamental that 
never changes coneerns the con- 
tinuity of color throughout a 
house. 

“Once the main color scheme 
is established,” he pointed out, 
“it should continue in varying 
degrees throughout the house, 


proportioned according to the , 


scale of the rooms.” : 
Blue, according to Edwards, 
is more adaptable for a large 
room than red, which is the bold- 
est color used in the house. Con- 
sequently, the main theme in 
the living room is Federal blue, 
accented with red, Empire gold 
and very pale beige. With two or 
more positive colors in a room, 
there must be a neutralizing 
shade to absorb the impact. 
The den, on the other hand, 
which is smaller, has walls cov- 
ered in red burlap, with a sten- 
cilled border of national em- 
blems, crossed flags, drums and 
trumpets and spread eagles. Blue 
is the single strong accent here, 
with the old or Empire 
gold from the living room and 
again a beige rug. 
The play of warm tones 
cool ones gives the rooms 
an easy, unobtrusive balance. 
The best illustration of this 
is in the dining room, where the 
colors are contrasted more 
etrongly with less upholstered 
ture to absorb the contrast. 
walls are bold, blue and 
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with only one bright spot. The 
canopied bed has a coverlet of 
bright red faille, piped in blue 
to match the dust ruffle around 
the bed. And the lambrekins 
over the window are cut to 
match the framed canopy of the 
bed, also covered in red faille 
piped in blue, 

Varying heights of furniture 
throughout relieved the rooms 
of monotony, each height bal- 
anced by one or two more 
pieces of furniture of the same 
height or by lamps, other acces- 
sories or flower and foliage ar- 
rangements. 

Each individual wall area pre- 
sents a composed picture when 


viewed from any angle of the 
room, but merges without con- 
fusion or overcrowding into bal- 
anced composite. Also each area 
in turns establishes its own 
theme, but is keyed in color and 
proportion to the rest of ‘the 
room. And by playing the tex- 
tures of various fabrics against 
each other, such as velvet, me- 
tallasse, damask, toile and 
slubbed modern design in the liv- 
ing room, a feeling of resilience 
is achieved. 

Edwards uses growing plants, 
foliage and fresh flowers 
throughout the house in either 
massed, high arrangements or 
low shallow ones. 

“These,” he explained, “add 
a friendly, lived-in look to a 
house.”

There are a few rules that I 
would suggest to those students 
who are thinking of entering 
Scholastic Awards this year; 
they are simple rules, but one, 
which I think any author will 
profit by following: 

1. Write what you really 
think. .Under no circumstances 
change your basic convictions, 
either for the sake of the story 
or for the sake of pleasing those 
who are likely to read it. 

2. Write about what you 
know. Your own world—your 
experiences and the_ things 
you’ve actually seen and heard 
—is as good as anybody’s world. 
Write about it. 

3. Don’t be afraid to rewrite, 
five, 10, even 15 times. The no- 
tion that the first version is 
best is the lazy man’s way of 
soothing his own conscience. 
What is written at fever heat 
will be all the better for several 
long looks in the icy cold. 

4. Don’t show your work to 
others until you’ve done every- 
thing about it that you can pos- 
sibly do. Many a good author 
is discouraged by harsh critl- 
cism of an unfinished manu- 
script. 

5. Consider every sentence, 
every word, as important. Don’t 
give one paragraph your tender 
attention and neglect another. 
The tone of a manuscript is made 
up of the tone of every part of 
it. Eyery word, every phrase, 
every paragraph, is worth your 
best efforts. 

6. Keep in practice by writ- 
ing all the time. The writer’s 
skill, like any other skill, grows

Boy Scouts Here To Join 
In Nation-Wide Celebration Dance Plan

Atlanta’s 8,389 Boy Scouts are joming today in the nation- 
wide observance of Boy Scout Week. This year’s celebra- 
tion marks the fortieth anniversary of the Boy Scouts of 


America. 


Ceremonies to be held at 3 p. m. 
Wednesday at the State Capitol 
will highlight the birthday activi- 
ties here. At that time, the Geor- 
gia Scouts will give a report of 
their services, and Gov. Talmadge 
will present the group with a 
State flag to fly over the Georgia 
contingent at the national jambo- 
ree. More than 1,200 Georgia boys, 
300 of them from Atlanta, are ex- 
pected to attend this national 
event at Valley Forge, Pa., June 
30 to July 6. 

Other plans for Boy Scout Week 
here include open house at the var- 
ious units, several overnight 
camps, store window displays and 
live demonstrations daily in Davi- 
son's and Rich’s. 

Scouting has made great strides 
in’ Atlanta during the past year. 
Membership increased nearly 1,- 
000, making it the highest ever. 
More than twice as many boys -re- 
ceived the Eagle Badge than the 
year before, and 4,610 Merit 
Badges were awarded in 1949 as 
compared with 2,408 in 1948. 
Camping participation increased 
48.5 percent over 1948, and 52.4 

ercent of the units have trained 
eaders now as compared with 23 
percent at the beginning of 1948. 

The Atlanta Scouts’ first annual 
report in 1916 showed a total of 
12 troops with an enrollment of 
212 boys. Today there are 85 Cub 
packs, 229 Boy Scout troops and 
30 Explorer posts in the Atlanta 
area. 

Newly elected volunteer head of 
these boys is John H. Lander, 
President of the Area Council, 
who is himself celebrating his 
thirty-sixth year in the Soy Scout 
movement. Lander was 13 when 
he organized the first Boy Scout 
troop in South America—in Pe- 
tropolis, Brazil, where his father 
was serving as a Methodist mis- 
sionary. 

Lander thinks so much of Scout- 
ing he has publicly identified his 
business with it. Since 1944, Vic- 
tory Motors, Inc., of which he is 
President, has sponsored the Boy 
Scout calendar program in Greater 
Atlanta. Two of Norman Rock- 
well’s original black and white 
sketches for the official calendar 
now hang in Lander’s office, pre- 
sented to him by Rockwell in rec- 
ognition’ of his service to Boy 
Scouting.

Exiled Romanian King 
To Sell Fabulous Stamp

If stamps could talk, what fabulous stories they could 
tell! I am thinking of one stamp in particular. It is a little 
3-skilling banco Swedish stamp and is colored orange. 


In 1855 the Swedish postal 
authorities. issued a series of 
stamps in the 3 skilling banco 
denomination colored blue green. 

. They also issued an 8 skilling 
banco stamp in orange. In some 
strange manner, one of the 
stamps was printed 3 skilling 
banco in orange instead of blue 
green. This stamp, the only one 
of its kind in existence today 
and considered to be the rarest 
stamp in Europe, will be sold 
in New York this year. 

At present it belongs to ex- 
King Carol II of Romania, now 
in exile in Portugal. The former 
monarch has commissioned a 
New York stamp firm to sell 
this stamp es well as many other 
rare and valuable stamps from 
his famous collection.

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Milk Price Cut Coming 


\ 


The long : consumer is de- 


_ lighted that milk prices definitely will he 
lowered in March or April. 


It has taken the Milk Control Board a 


' long time to get around to it. Most other 


States long since have dropped the price 


_ of milk to consumers. In New York State, 


where cows must be fed several months 
out of the year and production costs are 
much higher than in Georgia, the price 
has come down from 22 cents to 18 cents 
a@ quart in the past year. Many other 
States have effected similar reductions. 


Milk Board Chairman Charlie Duncan 
said the tentative price cuts on buttermilk, 
whipping. cream and coffee cream, along 


_ with the proposed reduction in prices paid 


to the producer, will be abandoned. He 
said since protests have been filed, neces- 


sitating a public hearing Feb. 15, there 
won't be, time for-the order to take effect. 
Those reductions, however, would prove 
of very little benefit to the average con- 
sumer. At the same time they would pen- 
alize the producer to the benefit of the 
distributor. | 

There is a surplus of milk in Georgia 
now for the first time in many, many 
years. Year-around pastures ought ¢o be 
helping bring down the costs of produc- 
tion. We are heartily in favor of develop- 
ing Georgia’s dairy industry and we real- 
ize that in order for this to be done the 
farmer must have some protection. The 
consumer, too, must be protected. We are 
glad the Milk Board finally is getting 
around to this and trust it is an indication 
of a course to be followed consistently in 
the future. 


An Inequity To Be Removed 


While Congress is in the mood, for 
this election-year session anyway, to con- 
sider the taxpayer’s side of the question, 
there is one gross inequity that ought to 
be corrected. 

A young man with a long face and a 
worried look came in the other day to 
register a complaint. He had just sold his 
house, the one he had been living in, 
at a loss of about $3,000. He then found 
out, to his amazement and indignation, 
that he could not deduct that loss from 
his income tax assessment. 

Yet a friend of his some months ago 
had sold his home at a neat profit and had 
had to pay the regular capital gains tax 
of 25 percent. 


Our young man couldn’t understand 
this. You pay tax on your gain, but when 
you lose. your loss is not deductible. It 
looks like a heads-you-lose-tails-Uncle- 
Sam-wins proposition. That’s what it 
looks like to us, too. 


We checked with the Internal Revenue 
Bureau to make sure the young man had 
his facts straight. He did. In the sale of 
a residence, our informant said, your gain 
is taxable. Your loss is not deductible. 


Doubtless Congress had some sort of 
theory behind such a law. But it seems 
to us whatever logic may have been used 
is unsound and the error ought to be recti- 
fied in the name of fair play. 


What To Do About Jekyll? 


The State Senate this week is going to 
consider whether Jekyll Island ought to 
be turned over to an Authority for devel- 
opment or whether the property should 
be sold outright. 


Something must be done. The Island 


is losing money for its present operator, 


Barney Whittaker. The State is not losing 
now because Mr. Whittaker, somewhat un- 
wisely as it turned out, agreed to pay the 
State 20 percent of the gross proceeds as 
rental. It is certain he won’t renew his 
contract. The State already has dem- 
onstrated it cannot operate Jekyll except 
at considerable loss. 


The fact is, the people of Georgia have 
not shown much interest in the island 
park. Perhaps that situation might be re- 
versed if an Authority were created along 
the lines suggested by Gov. Talmadge’s 
Committee and were given a free hand to 
develop the proper resort facilities. There 
is little there to attract the necessary vol- 
ume of people.

are some of the State’s most successful 
businessmen. Their judgment was that 
Jekyll ought to be turned over to an Au- 
thority on a 50-year lease, or else the 
Island should be sold outright. We are 
inclined to the Authority idea, but are 
somewhat skeptical of the proposal that a 
minimum of one-half acre be set aside for 


a special park for each of the 159 coun- 


ties. We’re afraid, along with Leo Aik- 
man, of the Cobb County Times, that all 
the dry counties would insist on a spot 
alongside ‘a wet county so they would en- 
counter no difficulty supplying them- 
selves with beverages as they now do. 

It has become obvious by now that 
Jekyll cannot operate profitably, or even 
at a break-even point, until facilities are 
improved more in keeping with what 
people expect at a resort. If the State is 
not willing to turn the island over to an 
Authority, with full power to issue reve- 
nue certificates to provide the necessary 
funds for improvement, then it ought to 
be sold to be developed so as to bring in 
taxes. 


This Won't Get the Same Reception 


About two weeks before the present session of the Legislature convened, Atlanta’s Sen. Roy 
LeCraw said in an interview that he would seek to delay the Voter Reregistration Law deadline 


for two years. 


Gov. Talmadge failed to mention the Voter Reregistration Law at all in his mes- 


sage to the General Assembly. Yet when Talmadge supporters tried to repeal the law outright, the 
Talmadge leadership quickly put through an amendment to delay enforcement for two years. 


LeCraw also said in his interview before the

That the psychotic political minds will not accept this fact does 
not change it. There was no slight political implication in this or 
previous visits. There was, on the contrary, complete avoidance 
of it. The man simply wanted a little rest. The Augusta National 
Golf Course intrigues him as does no other. While he has heard 
a lot of gunfire, he has not had time to hunt in 30 years. ‘ He likes 
to do both. Georgia happens to be the best place for quail shooting. 
The General likes the Augusta National Golf Course because of 
the fact it seems to have for him a special sort of challenge. 
He also is attractéd by its beauty. The General is an amateur 
painter and his eye catches and his mind “sees” the beauty in 
terrain as well as its battle potential. 

Incidentally, he is a good quail shot. At skeet the Number 4 
position bothers him most. But that is not political. 


Person He is a great and forthright person. I happen to think 

that some of the press has given him an irresponsible 
and unreasonable amount of harassment by continually harping 
away at him about politics and refusing to accept his answers. 
Even worse, some have lifted separate sentences from the text and 
slanted them to imply hidden meanings. All this has been unfair 
to an honest man and also, I think, prejudicial te American think- 
ing. 


Position One trouble with Americans is that because of our 

political system we tend to think in terms of special 
interests or party loyalties. We think of national issues in terms 
of for or against Tom Dewey, for or against Harold Stassen, pro 
or anti Harry Truman, the late Franklin Roosevelt, or of either 
the Republican or Democratic Party. 

Gen. Eisenhower is a man who isn’t running for anything. 

He is something else, too, and it makes him a unique person. 
He went to West Point while still a young man. He was brought 
up in a religious home and that has left its mark upon him. He 
was for four years in West Point. After that the Army absorbed 
him. He belonged to no political party. He never thought in terms 
of parties, or party regularity. He thought always in terms of his 
country which he, a soldier, had taken an oath to defend. He 
never developed any political ties or loyalties. He was never a 
member of any party. His only loyalties were to his oath, his 
country and his code of ethics. He does not think, and my guess 
is he cannot think, in the devious terms made necessary by such 
loyalties. He goes directly to the point. Thus, he may in one 
discussion speak of the arrogance and stupidity of wealth which 
has no social conscience and also say that in some national trends 
he seems to see the seeds of totalitarianism. 


Si d People listening to him for the first time have been 
1ae known to ask: “Which side is he on?” 

The answer is, he is on neither “side.” He has no “side.” Busi- 
nessmen, fighting political grabs or seeking favors, have of neces- 
sity courted politicians and involved themselves in loyalties and 
“against” positions. Members of parties are members because of 
special interests, patronage or a general belief in the party’s plat- 
forms. Most newspaper writers are partisans. 

But Gen. Eisenhower is none of these. He is, or was, until 
lately, a soldier with a soldier’s loyalty to his uniform, his asso- 
ciates and the country which he saw through the mirror of his oath 
and his family baekground and birth. 

Therefore, when he discusses something, he does so straightfor- 
wardly, which often causes him to give the back of his hand to 
both major political parties. He is a most unusual man. °« 


Ide as He believes, as his speeches long have revealed, that ex- 
cessive weight and cost of bureaucracy can bankrupt a 

country as quickly as excessive burden of military expenditures— 

both réquiring more taxes and centralization of government. 

He has said that the economy of a country is not merely a listing 
of its resources, its production and its jobs. It is, rather, the way of 
life in which all these work together to produce a standard of living 
with a high or low consumption of food and goods. 

Therefore, for example, he may sound, to the superficial, on the 
side of wealth when he says that in such a system there is a certain 
sanctity about money and that we must guard it so that its value 
will be a true one. That is certainly sound, even to the most 
ardent progressive. It means only that money must be honest 
and not inflated or manipulated. The shores of history are-littered 
with nations whose collapse began with the breakdown of. their 
monetary system and the General is on no “side.” 


S He likes the story of the sergeant who invented a method 
tory of bulldozing through the hedgerows of France, which 
for a time held up the tide of invasion. The point he likes to make 
is that only in the American Army could the sergeant have got 
his idea through channels to the top, had it tried and adopted. It is, 
for him, a perfect symbol of America where he thinks opportunity 
for individual initiative must not be lost. He is for welfare where 
it is needed, but he fears that if carried to political extremes, it 
may destroy, or make impossible, personal initiative and the in- 
centive for a person to develop himself to the fullest. — oF 

He is a very great American who is not interested in politics 
or a political party—but only in his country. He has, too, a very 
obvious sense of right and wrong. These are not necessarily politi- 
cal assets. a i 

If he were to become interested in politics, he would be in imme- 
diate conflict with advisers and with Congress, which deals in prac- 
tical politics and in the devious demands of loyalties and party 
regularity. That has destroyed some men. Some can deal with it. 
None knows whether he can until he has tried. Now he is not in 
politics nor on any “side.” He may never be. 

This is how a very great American and an equally great 
gentleman who has served his country as few men have been able 


to do seems to me.

WASHINGTON—There is one way to understand the real rea- 
sons for the agonized soul searchings now going on within the Re- 
publican Party. This is to examine with some care those remark- 
able documents, the lists of last year’s contributions to the Repub- 
lican and Democratic National Committees..

In June, 1940, there were 28,192 individuals 
receiving old-age benefits in Georgia. In Decem- 
ber of that year there were 45,685 waiting to get 
pensions but unable to receive payments because 
there was no more money available. 

Nine years later, at the end of the fiscal year 
1949, in Georgia, 92,937 persons were receiving 
old age pensions, 2,522 were receiving aid to the 
needy blind and 12,091 farfily groups were re- 
ceiving aid to dependent children. This gives a 
total of 107,550 in June, 1949, as compared with 
33,114 in 1940. . 

That the list is still growing is evident in 
Since June, 
numbers on the rolls had risen to 112,428. 


It must be remembered that in 1939-40 many 
citizens of the State were receiving financial 
assistancé from the Federal Government through 
such agencies as the WPA, NYA, CCC, etc. In 
1939, in Fulton County alone, such U. S. aid in 
the form of wages amounted to $6,500,000. Added 
to that were more sums in direct relief. 

In the old-age, dependent children, and needy 
blind, benefits paid today the National Govern- 
ment provides a large percentage of total pay- 
ments made to families and individuals. Counties 
put up only 5 percent of the total funds. 

During the past decade, more and more money 
has been made available by the State, thereby 
bringing in more matching funds from the U.'S. 
orernenent and the individual

Clay describes as “one of the most ruthless efforts in 
modern times to use mass starvation for political co- 
ercion.”

It was at this time that Washington ed further 
appeasement of the Russians by holding on the issu- 
ance of new currency in Germany. , they were 
afraid a shooting war. would replace the cold war. 


Gen. Clay said: 


“.. Tf Soviets want war, it will not be because of 
Berlin curr issue, but because they believe this the 
right time. I regard the probability as remote, although 
it cannot be disregarded entirely. Certainly we are 
not trying to provoke war. We are taking a lot of 
punches on the chin without striking back.” 


The currency was issued. 

Another reason why Gen. Clay did not want to 
knuckle down to the Russians was the fact that Ger- 
mans by the thousands had expressed their opposition to 
Communism. 


“We must not destroy their confidence by any indi- 
cation of departure from Berlin,” he told Washington. 


The above “quotes” from “Decision in Germany,” 
scheduled for release Thursday, gives a fairly accurate 
line on the caliber of man, soldier as well as statesman, 
who guided our destinies at a vital time. 


Although subjected to constant pressure, Gen. Clay 
adamantly stood his ground, brooked no indignities from 
the Russians, even retaliated and paid them back in 
their own kind at times. 

One thing he did was set speed traps for Russians 
who careened about the U. S. sector. An American 
patrol car stopped Marshal Vassily Sokolovsky, the Rus- 
sian Commander. Armed bodyguards jumped out of a 
following car, with guns in hand. An American soldier 
quickly put a gun in Sokolovsky’s belly and his body- 
guards calmed down. The Russian Marshal was held 
for almost an hour before an American officer arriv ed 
to identify and release him. 

Obviously, as Gen. Clay states, the American sol- 
dier in Berlin had no fears or worries of Soviet supe- 
riority in numbers. 

In the meantime, the airlift, to the chagrin and dis- 
eomfiture of the Russians, was circumventing the block-

“I must admit that several years later, with two bat , 
talions of infantry in Berlin, | wondered whether the 
blockade would have occurred if the 2nd Armored Divi- 
sion or its equivalent had remained.” 


- Never one to hide America’s light under a bushel, 
Gen. Clay at one time sent 200 planes up over Berlin in 
mass maneuvers, climaxing the display of air might by 
forming the letters “US” in the sky. Things like that 
the Russians could understand. They also understood 
that in Gen. Clay they were dealing with a courageous 
man who could not-be bluffed. 

For those responsible for shearing this country of 
its military might, the general leaves this thought: 


“. .. There is a relationship between military pre 
paredness and maintenance of peace, and war is more 
apt to occur at'a time when countries have neglected 
their national defense or have permitted it to fall below 
the demands of reality.” 

Gen. Clay administered Germany’s affairs with a 
firm hand. His fairness and efforts to promote democ- 
racy among the Germans won the admiration of our ex- 
enemies who, of course, bear no love for the Russians. 
He approved the death sentence of 299 Nazi “war crimi- 
nals and in this book tells why he reduced the sentence 
of Ilse Koch, the so-called “Bitch of Buchenwald.”

SOUTHERN LEGACY, by Hodding Carter;

The author, editor and publisher of the Delta Democrat- 
Times of Greenville, Miss., has a host of friends in Atlanta 
and throughout the South. His punch-fraught editorials 
won for him a Pulitzer Prize in 1946. He is also a success- 
ful novelist, short-story writer and his articles have ap- 
peared in numerous magazines. 


In this book he rises to the 
defense of the South, her tra- 
ditions, way of life and polli- 
cies. Soft pedaling bitterness 
and invectitude, Hodding Carter 
tells the outsiders, especially 
the do-gooders intent: on solving 
our problems for us, to quit 
meddling in our business. 

Whatever chance Mississippi 
had of ridding itself politically 
of Bilbo went overboard when 
Northerners became vociferous 
in their demands that. the 
Southern State’s voters simply 
must not send “The Man” back 
to the Senate. That did it, ac- 
cording to Carter, and the rec- 
ord bears him out. The South 
refuses to take dictation from 
any outsiders, especially Yan- 
kees. 

Carter admits that progress 
in the South has been slow, but 
points out that we are moving 
forward in the leisurely manner 
to which we are accustome 
and, really, there is no use to 
speed up our tempo. 

The author readily admits, 
also, that the South has its 
faults, but contends that these 
faults, many being offshoots of 
the War Between the States, 
will be corrected in time. The 
South has not forgotten the 
War of 1861-65, he says, and 
is not likely to, ever. He calls 
it “a shield against the constant 
thrusting from the outside.” 

About the racial question, he 
writes: 

. . Segregation is essen- 
tially the product of the South- 
ern male’s determination that, 
except for the illicit and de 
creasingly condoned relation- 
ship of white man and Negro 
woman, the two races shall not 
be joined. When a Southerner 
protests something he calls so- 
cial equality, he really means 
sexual equality, whether he

RE is-a tradition that The Merry 
Wives of Windsor, one of the best known 


of Shakespeare’s comedies, was written 
at the command of Queen Elizabeth. Having 
enjoyed. the character of Falstaff in the two 
parts of Henry IV, she asked Shakespeare to 
put the fat knight into one play more, and 
to — him. in love. 
play was probably written in 1599. 
In ic ilogue to the second part of Henry 
IV, which was produced about 1598, Shake- 
speare said, “If you be not too much cloyed 
with fat meat, our humble author will con- 
tinue the story, with Sir John in it, and make 
you merry with fair Katherine of France: 
where, for nye I know, Falstaff shall 
die of a sweat, unless already a’ be killed with 
ye ae opinions.” 
The Merry Wives owes little, if anything, 
to older literary sources. It is not only a 
picture of contemporary England*but to a 
great extent it contains the portrait of char- 
acters from Stratford and the surrounding 
countryside.

In make-up and in costume perhaps they 
resembled three well known but not very 
intelligent gentlemen with whom the poet had 
a grudge to settle. Their stupid but amusing 
remarks are still echoed by writers who know 
Shakespeare and help themselves out by ap- 
propriating nuggets from his golden store. 
Parson Evans is often quoted or paraphrased. 

He remarks that Ann Page’s daughter 
inherited £700 from her grandfather. Shallow 
remarks that he knows the young woman; 
she has good gifts. The parson agrees that 
£700 and possibilities are good gifts. 

Justice Shallow’s complaint against Fal- 
staff is that the fat knight has beaten the 
Justice’s men, killed his deer, and broken 
open his lodge. 

Slender, the Justice’s cousin, has a further 
complaint, that Bardolph and others of Fal- 
staff’s followers took him to a tavern, made 
him drunk, and picked his pocket. 

Slender resolves never to be drunk again 
unless in good company. “If I be drunk, Ill 
be drunk with those that have the fear of 
God, and not with drunken knaves.” 

Those who know the Falstaff who appears 
in Henry IV, and remember Dame Quickly’s 
account of his deathbed in Henry V, do not 
feel that the Falstaff in The Merry Wives is 
the same person. In the Henry plays, Fal- 
staff is indeed a rascal and a liar, a moral 
wreck, but something remarkable sur- 
vives in the wreckage. 

This Falstaff has the imagination of 
a poet; all his lies are gorgeous inven- 
tiqns couched in wonderful language. It 
is for the streak of genius in him that 
Henry .V, before he comes to the throne, 
makes the gluttonous Falstaff his companion.

panicky, too, just as most women are 
when they first learn that they are on the way 
to motherhood. 

There was little reason for her to be worried. 
She was a healthy girl who had played tennis 
for years and she also was an expert swimmer. 
She knew what exercising to keep fit meant. 
That knowledge helped her understand more 
fully the importance of the advice she received 
from her doctor at the very beginning of her 
pregnancy. 

“We can’t promise you painless childbirth,” 
he said, “or even a childbirth entirely without 
fear. But it will, be a comfortable experience 
and you may be grateful for it for the rest of 
your life. : 

“Realizing that you have cooperated in the 
birth of your child will help you have a proper 
mother’s attitude toward that baby. 

“We must start right away working toward 
making the event as comfortable an experience 
as possible.” 

The doctor recommended proper diet through- 
out the months to follow, so overweight would 
be avoided. The important factors in that diet 
were tissue-building proteins and an ample sup- 
ply of vitamins and minerals. Any competent 
obstetrician will outline a diet especially suited 
to his patient’s needs. 

Mildred’s doctor explained carefully how the 
baby developed, what its positions are and how 
birth really occurred, involving muscular con- 
tractive effort. If the muscles were properly 
toned, he told her, and able to relax and contract 
at the necessary intervals, the birth would be 
considerably facilitated. 

She would have to go into a period of brief 
training, just as a person who is to row in a 
boat race does. 

The doctor recommended special exercises 
for training and relaxing the muscles. 

He reminded the patient that both he and a 
competent nurse would be there to advise and 
guide her during childbirth. 

There would be some labor pains, he con- 
tinued, in the early stages, but she would be 
given sedatives and an anesthetic, if necessary, 
in fhe second stage, as they became more severe. 

Thus Mildred’s mind was prepared for a 
new experience rather than an agonizing ordeal. 

She went through it without any difficulty 
and her baby was a normal, happy child. The

price in pain for the gift of her baby and loved 
him all the more for it. 

Mildred’s experience pretty well exemplified 
the soundness of the point of view recently stated 
by Dr. William E. Studdiford; professor of ob- 
stetrics and gynecology at the New York Uni- 
versity Medical College and member of the 
staff of Bellevue Hospital, New York. 

“In the minds of some individuals,’’ the doc- 
tor declared, “pain relief has become the pri- 
mary objective in the medical supervision of 
childbirth. The real primary objective must not 
be overlooked; that is, handling the event so 
that a healthy mother and child are returned 
to the family.” 

Mothers sometimes receive excessive amounts 
of anesthetic and sedative drugs, during child- 
birth, because of their demand for a “painless” 
procedure, 

Dr. Studdiford and most leading specialists 
agree that when the baby is about to be born 
most mothers should be assisted by judicious 
pain-relieving drugs. 

Failure to give this help, he declared, “is a 
definite step backward, leading to inferior after 
results in many patients.” 

Some 20 years ago there was unqualified 
enthusiasm for “painless childbirth,” particu- 
larly stimulated by the use of the so-called twi- 
light sleep method. This involved administra- 
tion of the drug scopolamine which is a nerve 
depressant. It was given when the first pain

started. When the mother woke up at the com- 
pletion of delivery, her memory had been so 
dulled that she could recall nothing of the ex- 
perience of motherhood. 

Soon doctors began to report that the rate 
of infantile mortality was higher when pro- 
longed, complete anesthesia was used, It seemed 
likely that use of oxygen by the unborn baby 
was diminished and that his brain and nervous 
system might be harmed as a result. 

One method of making child-bearing painless 
is obviously important. This is the use of cau- 
dal spinal anesthesia. Procaine is injected into 
the lowest centers of the spinal column. The 
mother feels no discomfort but is awake and 
able to use her muscles. This drug has no in- 
jurious effect on the baby but it is very difficult 
to administer and requires special skill. 

Dr. Grantly Dick Read, in Great Britain, 
started a campaign to make expectant mothers 
lose their fear of childbirth by preparing them 
emotionally. 

Dr. Herbert Thoms and several associates 
at Yale University Medical School recently gave 
a course in psychological training to 546 ex- 
pectant mothers. It embodies much of what 
Mildred’s doctor told her. 

One lecture, followed by two exercise classes, 
proved so helpful that some of the mothers didn’t 
even need sedatives at the time of delivery.

But they were not alone. As they were to 
learn later, Tom Peasley and a group of Virginia 
City gamblers had watched the speed trials by 
spyglasses from a neighboring hilltop.

With them came their 
trainer and a coterie of San Francisco gamblers. 

The shrewd liverymen, Perry and Birdsell, 
offered to stable the horses for an absurdly low 
price and the offer was accepted. Then they 
proceeded to gain the confidence of the trainer. 

One night, about a week before the race, 
they saw to it that he consumed more liquor 
than he could hold.

It is 
all due to the work of three men who worshiped 
one God, and who began stubbornly co-operating 
without compromise in the bleak days after 
Pearl Harbor. 

They built the present-day chaplain service 
of the Navy, a service under which each chaplain 
represents not only his own, but all faiths. 


degen kind of men were they, who were able 
to transcend their own beliefs to minister 
to a man of another? How did they get that 
way? 

Well, here is one, a kid chasing a ball in a 
New York street. He falls. His head strikes the 
curb. He is rushed to the hospital. The boy is 


crying and tossing, and the doctors are having 


trouble sewing up the gash in his head. 

“Keep quiet, Jack,” the father says. “Keep 
still, and you can have anything you want.” 

“Anything .”” ‘he boys asks. - 

“Anything,” the father repeats. “Candy, ice 
cream, anything.” 

The boy smiles. He becomes quiet. “Okay,” 
he sighs. “I want to be bat boy for the Giants.” 

A month later, with the aid of his father, he 
was. When he wanted something he froze on to 
his desire until it came through. He wanted to 
be in the Navy, too. He fixed his room up like a 
ship’s cabin. On Sundays, after Mass, he went 
to sea, so to speak—by means of the Staten 
Island ferry. 

When he was 16, he passed his examinations 
to Annapolis, but his health prevented his at- 
tending the academy. 

After high school, after college, after the 
seminary, after being ordained, Father Jack 
Robinson reached his goal. In 1956, at the age 
of 33, he was commissioned as a Chaplain in the 
Navy. 

Now let’s .look at another boy, halfway 
around the world. 

It is 1915, and the Russian Army is in flight. 
Out of this mob of scurrying humanity pick out 
one figure in a baggy uniform. He is a private, 
for although he is a university graduate and a 
scholar, Jews can be nothing else in this army of 
the Czar. 

This 19-year-old boy makes his way across 
Russia and Siberia, thousands of miles, to the 
Chinese border. There he is caught, but before 
the frontier guards shoot him, they call in the 
lieutenant. Harshly, the lieutenant orders him 
to go back into China, get more identification, 
and return. At the border, Joshua pauses only 
to mutter, humbly, a prayer of his forefathers 
and then resumes his flight. By some miracle, 
the lieutenant was a boyhood friend from their 
home town thousands of miles to the west. 

Young Goldberg reached Japan, got a job 
and, with a group of other young Jews, a house 
in a fishing village near Kobe. Evenings, they 
would sit on the beach, drinking tea and watch- 
ing the Japanese fishermen sail home in the 


a 


sunset. 

One night a roving correspondent from 
America, named Goldenberg, dropped by. He 
was so American that he spoke Yiddish with an 
accent. He told preposterous tales of his coun- 
try. America had no standing army, he said. 
People had bathtubs in their homes, he said, as 
the laughter rang over the water, and the fisher- 
men looked over and smiled at the laughing 
young men. 

Nevertheless, Goldberg was impressed by 
what he heard and eventually set out for Amer- 
ica, a Russian deserter going to Seattle in a 
Japanese ship. 

Traveling across the continent, he began to 
feel a difference. The nebulous word democracy, 
which could, of course, mean nothing to Russia, 
began to be real. 

Then, three-quarters of the way across the 
country, Joshua Goldberg really discovered 
America. East of Chicago, a man in a uniform, 
in a cap, a man of authority, a man who punched 
his railroad ticket, spoke to him in Yiddish. 

Soon afterwards, he joined the American 
army. He fought through five major engage- 
ments, and, although his English was atrocious, 
came out a sergeant. 

Later he was ordained as a rabbi, and be- 
came the first Hebrew chaplain of World War II. 

Back around the world we go now, and stand 
on the deck of a battleship. A couple of sailors, 
looking at the chaplain out of the corners of 
their eyes, cut loose with some profanity. It’s 
an old Navy trick, baiting the chaplain. 

The chaplain’s face remains impassive, but 
he smiles inwardly at the language of the ama- 
teurs. They don’t know that the man they are 
trying to shock with their profanity once drove 
a team of six horses, putting through a railroad 
over the Great Divide. 

That is Chaplain Salisbury, who worked in 
migratory labor camps as a boy of 16, who 
played a bruising tackle at Omaha University, 
who went with Y.M.C.A instead of the Chaplain’s 
Corps during World War I because that way he 
got to France faster. As an Army chaplain, he 
saw action at St. Mihiel and the Argonne. 

He was commissioned a Navy chaplain in 
1921. At Pearl Harbor, he was on the U.S.S. 
Pennsylvania. He lived through that, and then 
they brought him home. 

Chaplain Salisbury, a Protestant, and Chap- 
lain Robinson, a Catholic, were given the job of 
making Navy chaplains out of clergymer@# They 
decided what they wanted, they chose their 
motto, and the school began. 

It was a tough school. On the first day of 
each class, realistic pictures of horribly wounded 
men were shown. “These are the men you must 
help,” the chaplains told the new men. “Can 
you?” ! 

Some of the new chaplains would even faint. 
“That was fine,” said Chaplain Salisbury. “If 
they'd faint in a classroom what would they do 
on a battleship? We sent them back to their 
churches. 

“Many were excellent clergymen-——where they 
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had a church with an estab'ished congregation. 
But there are many men in the Navy who do not

Salisbury’s office,like a tempest. He wasn't go- 
ing to stay another minute.

“We all believe,” said Chaplain Goldberg 
“Though we may express our faith differently, 
we all believe.

They appear to be 
different, but each aspires upward to God, each 
draws, through intertwined roots, from the same 
living earth and water.” 

Thanks to the three chaplains, any homesick 
boy, and wounded or dying sailor, can, in the 
United States Navy, be sure of receiving succor 
and comfort and the assurance of the unending 
miracle of faith when his need is strongest, re- 
gardless of what church he may attend.

E people of Oshkosh, Wis., regarded the 
eccentricities of Warren Gardiner Maxcy 
and wife, Isabel, with indulgence. 

What if Mrs. Maxcy did attend social func- 
tions 72 faded — dress, worn and soiled 
house slippers, ragged cotton stockings — and 
$3,825 ? 

What if Maxcy did, sometimes, invite friends 
to dine at a hotel, and, when the meal was over, 
slowly count out just enough nickels and dimes 
to pay for what he and his wife had eaten? 

The Maxcys were like that. You couldn't 
change them. 

Maxcy, who was known as a shrewd business- 
man, engaged in extensive business operations. 
However, he went bankrupt in 1939, and when 
he died five years later, his estate listed assets. 
of only $5,000. 

After her husband’s death, Mrs. Maxcy’s 
friends remained complacent about her 
foibles. They didn’t become important 
until she died last May 21. Much to 
their surprise she left an estate esti- 
mated at a million dollars. 

Two nieces, Mrs. Helen Nichols, 
of Cambridge, Mass., and Margaret 
Marshall, of Winona, Minn., con- 
tested her last will, drafted a little 
more than a month before Mrs. 
Maxcy’s death. In that will, Mrs. 
Maxcy cut them off without a cent, 
stating that they “were more in- 
— in my money than my- 

The nieces had been major 
beneficiaries in two previous 
wills, drawn in 1934 and 1945. A 
They charged that undue in- ee 
fluence had been exerted on ‘ee 
Mrs. Maxcy before her death 
by Mrs. Joseph Jensen, her

nurse. Mrs. Jensen, her husband and a 
son, a minister in Mason City, Iowa, shared 
$15,000 under the latest will, which left the 
bulk of the estate to the Florida Synod of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

' Dr. Byron W. Hughes, a prominent Wiscon- 
sin psychiatrist, said he had examined Mrs. 
Maxcy four days after she made out her latest 
will, and found her suffering from senile deteri- 
oration of mind and body. She had been bed- 
ridden for some time befofe her death. 

It was then that people began to think of 
the eccentricities of the couple—-and both in 
and out of court recounted instances. 

Maxcy, they remembered, wore continuously 
a black coat, with velvet lapels, which he boasted 
he had bought before World War lL. He could 
pinch a penny, they said, like no one else— 
and once, when he found that one of his three 


cars was only giving him 15 miles to the gallon,. 


instead of 18, he had it pushed home, and never 
drove it again. He and Mrs. Maxcy liked dough- 
nuts. The grocery charged 15 cents for three, 25 
cents for half a dozen. To save a nickel, he’d pay 
25 cents for six—take three home, and return 
the next day for the other three. 

In 1910, they went on a world tour, buying 
many valuable jewels, paintings, carvings and 
vases. On the way home, Maxcy caught cold, 
and sued the steamship company for negligence. 
The company settled by giving the Maxcys a 
second world cruise -- free. 

Once Mrs. Maxcy, whose odd costumes were 
famous, appeared at a theatre party in a black 
satin dress, a large shawl which ordinarily was 
on her piano—and canvas sneakers and stock- 
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ings with holes the size of a half-dollar. 

Yet her collection, after her death, 
was valued at more than $40,000-—-and she 
often wore expensive bracelets, rings and neck- 
laces with her faded clothes. 

She saved milk bottle caps in a dresser 
drawer. Years before her death, when the 
Maxcys operated a dairy for a time, she ex- 
plained that she saved them to use if their 
own plant ran short. Even after the dairy was 
sold, she apparently continued to save them. 

Once, when the Maxcys gave a theatre party, 
they invited their guests to their home after 
the show for supper. They engaged a specialty 
dancer to entertain them -—and served nothing 
but crackers and water. 

Mrs. Maxcy engaged some small boys to 
pick berries on her farm. When she found them 
eating an occasional berry as they worked, she 
gave them all sticks of gum, ordering them to 
chew that, and leave her berries alone. 

Though the Maxcy’s 21-room home contained 
some of the finest china, silver and linens in

with heavy, cracked crockery cups, from trays 
of the sort given free to taverns by breweries. 
She covered the tables with old newspapers — 
and often served beer, when she served it at 
all, from old jelly glasses. 

On several occasions she told Hugh Shields, 
handyman and caretaker around her house, to 
take his wife to the Grand Opera House, which 
she owned. After the Shieldses had left, she’d 
phone the doorman at the theatre, ordering him 
not to let Hugh and his wife in free. 

“I pay him enough so that he can afford to 
pay his own way in,” she’d say. 

At the time Maxcy died, he owned, in his 
own name or that of his wife—six a ment 
buildings in Oshkosh, the Oshkosh Grand Opera 
House, a farm of 80 acres near that city, a 
luxury hotel, golf course and private cottage- 
home at Plymouth, Fla., and a plot of land in 
downtown Minneapolis, in addition to the Osh- 
kosh home, 

Shortly before Mrs. Maxcy’s death, her 
nieces, at the suggestion of her attorney, insti- 
tuted a proceeding in Winnebago County probate 
court to have a guardian appointed to preserve 
her property, an act she resented. 

How serious Mrs. Maxcy’s eccentricities were 
—-whether her condition was grave enough to 
warrant setting aside her will—-was something 
the court w have to decide.

H, AND did you take it down, Maud ‘Gonne, when the time 
came for you to be nodding by the fire, all old and gray 
and full of sleep—did you take down the book and dream? 

Dream of the tumult and the bloodshed—of the brave Irish 
boys who could never live again, dream of the trouble, and of 

Treland fighting for freedom so dearly won? 

“A daughter of the Gods, divinely tall and most divinely fair.” 
They called you that, Maud Gonne—the men who loved you but 
could not win you. Aye, you had beauty—flaming, fiery beauty 
that enslaved men’s hearts and minds. 

You had ardor, too—an ardor that could belong to no one 
person, but only to Ireland, as the ardor of Joan of Arc belonged 
to France. 

They called you that—the Irish Joan of Arc. 
True—one man married you. But he could not hold you, 


.Only Ireland could do that. Many men loved you——none more 


strongly than William Butler Yeats, who married another, yet 
died loving you. He wrote those lines above to. you-—and he 
penetrated your very heart when he said: 


What could have made her peaceful with a-mind 
That nobleness made simple as a fire?t+

‘ Maud Gonne was not born of the Ireland whose storms and 
tragedies she made her own. She was the daughter of an English 
officer and ener uy Irish mother—and her birthplace was Alder- 
shot, garrison town-in Hampshire, England, in the year 1866. 

But her childhood was spert in Dublin, where her father 
was adjutant at Dublin Castle, Educated in France, she returned 
to Du when she was 16—returned a raging beauty—tall; she 
was to réach a height of six feet—with bronze-red hair, already 
imbued with a single idea—of helping to free Ireland. 

She had many men at her feet. George’ Bernard Shaw 
called her “outrageously beautiful,”’:and the artist Benjamin 
Constant pronounced her ‘“‘the ’s most beautiful woman.” 

At 17 shé was nted to the viceregal court at Dublin 
Castle, a court urt presi tgs by Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, 
later King Edward VII. The Prince cut in on ‘this son, who was 
dancing with her at in court ball, and escorted her to the royal 
piatform—where, it is said, she impudently sang the rebel song, 
“The Wearin’ o’ the Green, * to England’s future king. 


S EVENTEEN years later, she was to give another—and dif- - 
~ ferent—greeting to British Royalty. When. Queen Victoria 
came to Dublin on her, last visit, in 1900, Maud Gonne, dressed 
in vlack and, waving a black flag, rode through streets crowded 
witli throngs waiting to see the royal visitor. 

Queen Victoria is reported to have commented: 

“That Maud Gorine—what is it to me what she or anyone 
wears or says?” 

The Irish wit and actor, Percy French, recorded the incident 
in a jingle which makes the Queen say: 

“An’ that other wan,”’ sez she, 

“That Maud Gonne,” sez she, 

“Dressing in black,’’ sez she, 

“For to Welcome me back,” sez she, 

“As if I care,” sez she, 

“What they wear,” sez she, 

“Now Maud will write,” sez she, 

“That I brought the blight,” sez she, 

“Or althered the saisons,”’ sez she, 

“For some privit raisens,” sez she. 

In France, Maud Go..ne met the French statesman, Mille- 
voye, swho was fighting to restore France to the position she 
had lost in the debacle of the Franco-Prussian War of 1870. 
Millevoye was the leading spirit in an anti-British group in 
France and it was natural that he and Maud, with her single- 
minded concentration on Irish freedom, should join forces. 

It was Millevoye who entrusted Maud with her first dan- 
gerous, delicate diplomatic mission—a cloak and dagger opera- 
tion for which she was supremely fitted. France and Germany 
were racing against each other for an alliance with Russia, and 

ilievoye was anxious to send his proposals to the Czar first. 

“Germany is sending similar proposals,” he told her. “You 
must reach St. Petersburg first. You must not fail.” 

Maud had no interest in a French alliance with Russia. But 
she knew the value of French support in her struggle for Ireland 
—she was willing to serve Millevoye to gain his aid. 

She sewed the documents in the lining of her dress, and 
boarded a train for Russia. She was stopped at the Russian

border, and for one precarious moment seemed on the verge of 
disaster. Her pessport was irrecular, 

Maud had already learned the power of her beauty and 
within a few minutes she was back on the train for St. Peters 
burg. Her mission was completed, 

But to Maud it was only an incident. Her interest lay in 
Ireland—and she was soon back there. 

It was in London, before 1890, that she met the poet, Yeats, 
calling on him to tell him she had wept at many passages in his 
poems. Yeats was 23—-Maud was 25. Yeats found kindled in his 
heart a love that was never to bé extinguished. 

He wrote plays for her—for Maud was an accomplished 
actress, who played often with the Abbey Players in Dublin 
and in many European capitals. One of his plays was the tragedy 
of the “Celtic Twilight,” the mystical play of “The Countess 
Cathleen,”’ in which Maud played. 

By 1899, Maud was deep in political intrigue, traveling to 
London and the capitals of Europe for the sake of the Irish 
cause. The Boer War revived her hopes for a European coalition 
against England—-and Maud conspired with M llevoye to have a 
French colonel of Military Intelligence sent to London to contact 
members of the Irish Republican Brotherhood who, Maud said, 
could supply valuable information to the French War Office. 

The plot was discovered, the colonel was returned to France 
under arrest. Maud’s part in the plot terrified Yeats. He knew 
her intensity—he feared that she, too, would end in custody, 
perhaps in prison—and possibly on the scaffold. He was 
interested in Irish freedom only as a poet-——he’ valued more a 
renaissance of the nostalgic beauty of Celtic letters. He begged 
her to give'up “this life of hatred,” and marry him. 

“Oh, why do you not give up politics, and lead a peaceful 
life? I could make such a perfect life for you among artists 
and writers who would appreciate you.” 

“No, W. B.,” she said. “I must be free— Always free.” 


[N 1900, Maud formed the league of the “Daughters of Ireland,” 

and when, in 1905, Arthur Griffith, turning ever farther from 
the moderates of Irish politics, formed the Sinn Fein, Maud 
joined that organization and began working with him. 

In 1903 Maud was married in Paris to Major John MacBride, 
soldier of fortune who led an Irish brigade against the English 
in the Boer War—a red-haired Celt with waxed mustaches, 

They seemed an oddly-mated. pair——the patriotic soldier 
of fortune, who knew little but the sword, and Maud, who, for 
all her fiery courage, knew and loved as well the gentler, more 
literary, almost, metaphysical aspects of life. Yeats was aghast, 
and more than a little bitter. 

A son, Sean MacBride, was born a year after the marriage 
—a lad who, as this was written, had grown to manhood and 
become Minister of External Affairs for Eire. 

But the forebodings of her friends ovér her marriage-proved 
true. In 1905 she sought a legal separation in Paris from Mac- 
Bride. Yeats saw her, offering his help, but Maud told him: 

“You must keep out of this. I have brought this trouble 
on myself, and I must fight it alone.” | 

After the separation was granted, Maud appeared at a 
premiere of the Abbey Theatre and a few le in the pit 
hissed her.. Yeats was heartsick at. the treatment. He renewed 
his plea that she give up her active life. Maud told him: 

“The greatest poet is always helpless’ beside a beautiful 


woman screaming from a cart.” 

Maud did, indeed, often “scream from a “cart,” as she went 
about Ireland, stirring the people to fight for freedom. Secret 
agents followed her -wherever she went—but — Gonne 
defied them. She fought not alone for Ireland, but for the 
Irish people in the years to come. 

She was in France when the. ill-fated Easter Rebellion took 
pace in 1916—a rising by extremists which was frowned on 

y many of the Irish. Among the great Irish patriots who wre 
executed for their share in that rebellion was her estranged 
husband, John MacBride. He wag asked, before he was shot, if 
he wanted a blindfold over his eyes. 

“I have been looking down their muzzles all life,” he 
said, waving it aside, and walked firmly from his b4 ee ,

has been born again,” he wrote—went to France to ask Maud 
to marry him, now that she was free. She would not. She was 
more interested in returning to Ireland—and Yeats later married 
Geor7vie Hyde-Lees. 

Yeats helped her get a passport to England —but on her 
arrival in London, she was arrested under the “Defense of the 
Realm” Act, and held in prison for a time. Transferred to a 
hospital, partly as a result of Yeats’ intervention, she dis 
herself as a nurse, escaped, and made her way to Irelan 

She sat, after her return; as one of the justices in the ordi- 
nary Irish courts. She tried desperately to bring peace in the 
civil wars of 1922, ge 

Ireland is free today, and, as this was writfen, Maud Gonne 
had lived to see the Irish Parliament —the Dail Eireann — 
sever by a simple resolution just before Christmas, 1948, the final 
ties linking Ireland to the British Crown. 

Perhaps, as her son took her about in a wheelchair, Maud 
Gonne, the uncrowned queen of the Irish revolution, remem- 
bered the older matrons, who, in her girlhood, used to say: 

“That Maud Gonne, sitting there and never putting herself 
out to be well-mannered to her elders.” 

Perhaps she remembered, too, the mothers who rued her 
name when she spurred their sons to danger—and to. death. 

But whatever her memories may have been, Maud Gonne 
herself lives on in the minds of Irish natriots, a lovely legend 
of beauty, of daring, tragedy—and victory.

HE young student, walking to the university 
T to save carfare, fondled the quarter in his 
ket.

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Instead of applying right away for a patent, 
his uncle had suggested, why not make a sketch 
of the invention and have it notarized? The 


student played the longshot. On his way to 
classes that morning, for 25 cents he had a 
notary public stamp his drawing. 

That was over 30 years ago. Some 10 years 
later, when Arrtnstrong was $40,000 in debt, the 
dated notarized drawing was the final proof that 
his was the first conception of the revolutiomary 
method—and on that proof, Armstrong collected 
nearly $500,000 from a company which wanted 
to exploit it. 

All that for 25 cents— 
but there was more. 

“If it hadn't been for 
that,” Dr. Armstrong said 
recently, “I could never 
have had the necessary 
time, free from. outside 
interference, for other 
inventions, including fre- 
quency modulation.” 

Radio listeners who 
have discovered the new 
static-free FM can be 
thankful that the student 
had the foresight to spend 
a quarter years ago to 
safeguard his invention. 

Dr. Armstrong's notar- 
ized drawing of his inven- 
tion established his date 
of conception.

They packed food, 
lumber, tools, boxes of 
dynamite and joints of 
piping up to the mines. 
They usually brought back 
loads of gold or silver ore 
for the smelter. 


LGA’S life has been 

filed with adventure, 
but strangely enough, on 
an occasion where she had 
a chance to tell a radio 
audience about her most 
desperate experience, she 
couldn’t think of a thing. 

It happened during one 
of those “man - on - the- 
street” interviews, in Den- 
ver. Olga just stalled, but 
when the announcer, in de- 
spair, was about to cut her 
off the air, she remem- 
bered one incident. 

Trapped in a snow-filled 
canyon with her burros, 
she had gotten hungry and 
eaten a can of tainted 
peaches. Immediately she 
was seized with cramps, 
and was too weak to stand. 
She freed one of her bur- 
ros, clung to his rope, and 
somehow managed to get 
him to drag her out of the 
canyon to safety. 

“But to tell you the real 
truth,”’ she confessed later. 
“my most desperate ex- 
perience was right there 
in front of that micro- 
phone when “I couldn’t 
think of a word to say.” 

Six survivors of their 
first string of mules — 
Jiggs, Jim, Nig, Blue, Janet 
and Mutt—are living with 
the Littles in happy retire- 
ment, pastured in lush 
grass during the warm 
months and warmly housed 
and grain-fed in winter. 

“They helped take care 
of Bill and me for a long 
time,” says Olga, “and I 
mean to look after them 
until they die or I die.”

Sheriff Walton Bank hastened from near-by 
Carrollton with several deputies, and they lifted 
out the body of a strongly built man of about 
60. The head and hands had been severed and 
were missing. 

All labels and other possible means of identi- 
fication had been removed from the clothing 
which was of excellent quality. The coroner 
estimated the man had been dead about 10 days. 

News of the find was published in local news- 
papers and got about rapidly. As a result, 
dozens of persons came to the county morgue 
at Carrollton to view the victim and attempt 
to identify him. In this they failed. 

. Sheriff Bank, an official of long experience 
in criminal cases, considered his problem care- 
fully. He did not believe that the man was the 

. 3 victim of a simple hold-up or had run afoul of 

= ‘some half-demented killer. His clothing proved 


os him a man of means, and this seemed a very 


earefully planned murder. The killer had gone 
to. great effort to prevent the identification of 
the body. Bank, therefore, concluded that he 
was someone who knew he would be suspected 
if the victim’s identity became known. 

Such a careful. killer would very probably 
have taken another precaution, Bank argued. 
He would have transported the body to a region 
where no one knew the victim. 

Carroliton lies near the tri-state boundary 
point of Kentucky, Indiana and Ohio, and so the 
sheriff immediately contacted the missing per- 
sons bureaus of these three states. He was a 

= little surprised to learn that in the last 10 days 
Ef no one answering to the victim’s description had 
| 5 been reported missing, 

He then asked the widely circulated news 
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4 papers of Louisville and Cincinnati to publish 
the description. This brought more persons to 
¢. . view the body, but still it remained unidentified. 
 } For more than a week, while searchers looked 
: for the missing head, the sheriff made no prog- 
ress on the case. Then one day Deputy D. C, 
Rakes entered his office carrying a curious as- 
sortment of objects. 
“Some campers found these in the woods 
near Mill Creek and just turned them over to 
me,” he said. . 


The find consisted of a rag with reddish-brown 
stains, a camper’s ax similarly stained, three 
identical metal fishing poles, and a match folder 


advertising a soda fountain in Harrison, Ohio, 
“They figured maybe somebody had been 
murdered, so they picked up the match book 
as a clue,”’ the deputy said. 
The sheriff and Deputy Bakes looked up the

campers who had made the discovery and visited 
the creek bank. The grass had been trampled 
and twigs snapped. 

On the ground near by, the sheriff noticed an 
irregularly shaped piece of cement. 

“What,” -Deputy Bakes wonderea, “would 
campers be doing with cement?” 

Driving back to Carrollton, he telephoned 
the newspapers and announced the missing head 
and hands would probably be found encased in 
cement. He urged citizens to search the shallow 
water of lakes and streams adjoining their prop- 
erty in an effort to find such a cement block.

The coroner could now determine the exact 
cause of death. The victim had been struck a 
head blow that stunned him. He had then been 
shot twice in the head.

Deputy Bakes with a dental chart of the victim’s 
teeth to question dentists near that town. 
The deputy telephoned back the same day. 
“We've identified him,” he announced. “A 
dentist here matched the chart with one from 
his file, and his description of his patient checks 
perfectly. He’s Harry Miller, a 61-year-old ex- 
captain of the Cincinnati Fire Department. The 
dentist says he’s a rich man, worth about a 
quarter of a million dollars, who retired about 
five years ago to a farm at New Trenton, Ind. 
That’s just across the state line from here.” 


BAKES said that he had telephoned the Miller 

farm and had talked with Alfred Sintz, Mil- 
ler’s gardener. Sintz said that he had last seen 
Miller on the afternoon of June 11, and Miller 
had said he was planning to go to Cincinnati 
for the evening.

+ She said that she and Captain Miller, both 
unmarried, had been on close terms all <neir 
lives. Before moving to New Trenton, he had 
lived,with her in her Cincinnati house. 

“I made a good deal of money from the con- 
cert stage,” she said.

We formed a scrt of 
partnership, my money and his business sense, 
and divided the profits.

Rees, of Penclawdd, Wales, 
is a man who invites bees 
to sting him, and the mere 
they accept, the happier he 
is. To make sure there will 
always be plenty around to 
jab him, Rees keeps bees— 
he now has 25 hives——-and 
it’s said that he has been 
tung more times than any 
other man in Wales. 
It isn’t that he likes be- 
ing in pain, but he is will-

porary hurt because 
he is cenvinced that ,g 
the stings have cured, } 
and will keep him 
cured, of a mutcn 
more serious illness 
— rheumatic fever. 
The fact that most 
doctors don't agree 
with him doesn’t dis- 
courage Rees. 

“IT had rheumatic 
fever twice,” he says. 
“The last time I was 
in a hospital for seven 
months, and had to be car- 
ried out, a cripple. I was 
sure bee stings would cure 
me—and they have.

TOLL HOUSE BUTTERSCOTCH BISCUITS 


RUTH WAKEFIELD presides over an old Cape Cod 
house on the outskirts of Whitman, Mass., that was 
built in 1709. This house is the place where toll was 
collected from travelers on the road between Boston 
and New York. Hence, the name “Toll House” was 
chosen for the well-known restaurant. 


Miss Wakefield’s grand- 
mother must have taught 
her something more than 
cooking, because no matter 
how many ,additions are 
made to this now very 
large eating house, she has 
majntained a mellow homey 
atmosphere. 

Even though more than 
2,000 customers are served 
in one day, the food has 
kept the same high quality 
as in the days when there 
were only seven tables to 
serve. The reason is because 
each dish is cooked in a 
small quantity and not per- 
mitted to stew in its own 
juice for any length of 
time. 

Among the famous Ruth 
Wakefield Recipes is the 
one for her Toll House 
Butterscotch Biscuits. Here 
it is:

cup shelled pecans
